Recreational Swim 



Drowned Out 



Back in the realms of the last 

educational time period, commonly 
called a semesttT, there existed a 
quaint sort of entertaining pastime 
known as recreational swim. 

But with the rampant confusion 
evolving from inreregistration, the 
bewildering facade of campus judicial 
rulings, and other irrelevancies, this 
pleasantry has faded into oblivion. 
The sii^n on the iockt-r-rooin (ioor 
quoted the reason as "insulticient 
funds." 

These funds, it seems, are derived 

from fees paid by the students who 
register for the swimming courses in 
the lMi\sical Education Department. 
This semester only % students signed 
up for SMomming for the first part of 
the semester— about 200 less than 
usual. 

About four pef)ple make up the 
operating force of the swimming poiA 
iluruig recreational suim. Tlu-re are 
two locker attendants and two life 
guards. 

The funds are used to pay the 
salaries of this operational personnel. 
The regular cost of maintaining the 
pool (cleaning and repairing, etc.) 



is included in the University budget. 
The fees obtained have hardly been 

snfficient in the past to adequately 
pa) this expense, so the recreational 
sw im fund has oi i .isionally be<'n op- 
erating from the negative side of the 
balance sheet. 

Dr. Don Cash Seaton, head of the 
Physical Education Department, has 
frerpiently advocated a measure to 
otlset the problem by proposing that 
the swimming tec be included in the 
tuition of each student as seasonal 
football and basketball tickets are 
now. 

Although his plea seems logical, 
why not inc hide this expense of main- 
taming personnel in the I'lnxtrsity 
budget along with the regular mechan- 
ical operational expense of operating 
the pool? 

One little pebble added to the 
mortar of the buduetary s\stem will 
not crnm})le the foundations of Uni- 
versity finance. 

A university of 7,000 students 
should be aMe to support a program 
of recreational swimming, especially 
when it has one of the best swim- 
ming pools in the South.

The primary difference' 
most American universities and a 
Scottish univarsity is that the British 
student has already <'stablish<'<l a de- 
sire to stiuly and learn before be 
enters colleue. 

This cliftricnce is achieved by a 
iliiticult entrance test consisting of 
botfi an oral and written examination. 
Couipfe h enthre? You bet. One ques- 
tion was, "Discuss four causes of the 
American Civil War." 

The British smn tlie two systems 
up by saying they l)elieve in educat- 
ing qnalitv whereas Americans \ie- 
li< \(' in educating (piantity. It is re- 
ih)ited that for every American stu- 
dent there are 70 Americans com- 
pared to one for 500 in Britain. The 
.American s\stem is defeiuled with 
tin- Ix lirf til. it the more j-M-opIc tli.it 
t.m l)«" exposed to ,i ( ollt iir cdni .ition 
the lx*tter it is for denuK-racy. On 
the other hand, the British say a 
university will have a better academic 
atmosphere if only the better stu- 
dents are admitted. 

Most of the students in Edinburgh, 
as well as otiier British nni\ crsities, 
are on government grants. Once the 
entrance examination is passed, the 
student will receive an amount of 
money depending upon the income of 
his parents. Thus, a janitor's son will 
recei\<' more inonev than a doctor's 
.son and all p<'rli.i|)s will li.tvc a more 
equal opportnnit\ to attend lollrgf. 

Very few students drop out alter 
they are admitted because of finan- 
cial or academic reasons. It takes 
three years for an ordinary (degree 

and four Ncars for an hf)nor's degr*'*'. 
In addition to the \car, the latter 
degree requires Ix-tter performance on 
fiiul examinations. 

In the first article about Edinburgh, 
some rather peculiar characteristics 
were reported such as hissing and

The reasoning for lia\ir;g no ,is- 
siliiied ti Atlxxiks is to keep the 
course objective. The Sci»ts sa\ it a 
student reads only one book about 
the subject, he gets only that one au- 
thor's view. By reading two or three 
l)ooks (Ml the s.iiiii stibji ( t by dif- 
ferent autliois tlie student ( ,iii coiii- 
p.de tli( iiiateiial anil drau Ins own 
ct)nclnsions. One professor sai ! "W ho 
am I to tell you which is the proper 
book to read on this subject. I can 
onlv Slimiest l)Ooks." 

This broadmindedn<'ss on the part 
of the prof«'ssor liis .in iiinvrtant 
effect niMJii the examination. \\ liereas 
most American examination.s tend to 
be specific, the Scottish examination 
is more subjective. Never is there a 
■■fnie .Old f. il.se" or "multiple-choice"' 
test. W iitten examinations air alw.iys 
eas\ and the student h.is a i liou i' of, 
for example, two of three i|nestions 
or perhaps even fiv^ xf^ t% jprals are 
also given at the conclusion of the 
year in inan\ (oiirscs. 

And iKiw for the jiidument. U'hich 
is tlx- Ik tter sNsteiu nr hiylier j-duca- 
tion? .Xinencan or British.' The easy 
way out is to say that tWr British 
system is best for the British and the 
American system is best for Amo'i- 
cans. And that's that.
